‘Star Wars’ defense

‘Visions can't coerce the laws of 
reality,” Drell told his audience in the 
Redwood Room Tuesday. “Even if 
very costly research and development 
achieved ali of its goals, there will 
remain great operating difficulties.” 

Drell emphasized the complexity 
of perfecting advanced sensors and 
aiming devices capable of detecting 
and blasting swarms of warheads and 
decoys out of the sky. A basic opera- 
uonal difficulty with “Star Wars” is 
determining where it should be 
placed, he said. Intercepting Soviet 
missiles during their initial “boost 
phase” would be the system's priority 
assignment 

This interception requires a 
speedy response which might be 
impossible from positions in space or 


on Earth. “If it’s in space, it’s vulnera- 
ble,” said Dell, “and if it’s on the 
ground it won't have the ume.” 

Drell pointed out that a defensive 
system like “Star Wars,” more accu- 
rately known as the Strategic Defense 
Initiative or SDI, couldn't be tested 
once it went on line. It would have to 
work perfectly the first me it was 
turned on, during crisis conditions, 
This is a vital point too, Drell said. 

“Today, when we face staggering 
devastation, we have to recognize that 
effective defense will have to meet a 
higher level of performance,” he said 

All the work necessary to develop 
such an amazing “umbrella” will take 
years and huge sums of money, said 
Drell; It might also be perceived by 
the Soviets as a hostile gesture, and 
touch off an expensive round of both 
offensive and defensive research and 
development. 

“Star Wars” might damage the 
MAD-Mutually Assured Destruction 
deterrence theory, said Drell. 

“We pursue mutual survival by 
recognizing our mutual vulnerabil- 


y,” he said. “Nuclear deterrence is

Serna aids Stockton Boulevard 
residents in prostitution battle

City Councilman Joe Serna doesn't believe in the tooth 
fairy. He made this clear last week when he spoke of the 





prostitubon problem in Sacramento. “For the prostitutes 
to say their sex industry is clean is like asking the city of 
Sacramento to believe in the tooth fairy. It’s littered with 
other crime, such as dope dealing and selling dope to kids.” 

The residents of neighborhoods around Stockton 
Boulevard and Oak Park agree. They're tired of having 
their children exposed to this lifestyle, and they want it off 
the streets. This is where Serna has come to their aid. 

In August 1984, the Stockton Boulevard Neighbor- 
hood Association was formed. Some 90 residents of the 
area paraded down Stockton Boulevard in a sign-waving 


effort to nd therr nexghborhood of prostitutes. Among the 
picketers were Assemblyman Lloyd Connelly, Supervisor 
Tila Collin and of course, Serna 

“TL got involved with this prostitution problem through 
neighborhood complaints. We aren't out to picket as a big 
moral judgment on prostitutes, we just don't like what 
prostitution brings to our area. There 1s a direct connection 
between the pimp (the industry entrepreneur), prostitutes 
and drugs. The Sacramento Police Department will 
confirm this,” said Serna 

Serna is a very busy man. Besides serving as a city 
council member for the past four years, he 1s also a CSUS 
government teacher. Although hus life is never idle, and is 
sometimes filled with opposition, he continues to keep his 
good nature 

“On Tuesday, the 80s Ladies picketed outside city hall, 
saying we were supporting vigilante groups.” He laughed, 
“My Wednesday morning class wanted to hear all about 
what happened. ! guess thts is one of the obstacles of being 
on the city council. | didn’t get to stick to much of my 
lecture.” 

Inside his government department office, between 
phone calls and interruptions, he continued to speak 
earnestly. “You know, I'm all for legalizing prostitution. 
Many of the neighborhoods affected by prostitution agree 
with me and would rather have it regulated through

Haunted faces of women and 
bits and pieces of cut-out figures 
come together to create paintings 
so full of life they seem to reach out 
and grab you.

“Images of Unsure Wishes and 
Frouble Hopes” is the title of 
Silva's show. His paintings contain 
dramatic and powerful images full 
of fire and emouon. Power ts the 
operative word here, because to 
Silva, these paintings have a power 
all their own. “I call these paint- 


ings Duppees” said Silva 


Duppeeis a Haitian word 
meaning voodoo doll, but to Silva, 
Duppee means much more 
“Duppee ts something that’s inan 
imate, that has very 
power. Dumbo’s feather. for ex- 
ample, is a Duppee. It has the 
power to make@Dume fy. al- 
though it re@y wasn" magic, 
Dumbo thought it was, and that 
was all that mattered.”

Silva saw the images of Dup- 
pee in his paintings now on dis 
play, after reading a book that 


mentioned the use of Duppee 
Silva said that in the book some 
children were making dolls. The 


adults in the book thought the 
hildren were making Duppee and 
became tnghtened. “I ike the idea 
that this litthe inanimate toy had 


such power that these guys were 


frightened.” he said. “I began to 
see that power in my paintings so I 


started calling them Duppee 


The power of the Duppee ts 
most evident in the dramatic Silva 
painting called “Change.” In the 
painting there is a scared figure of a 
woman who ts overshadowed by 
the face of a large werewoltf-type 
creature. “The scanest thing about 
a werewolf ts not that somebody 
beck

legalization. I think that makes some sense. Unfortunately, 
the legislature does not yet have the political will to 
change. As of now, prostitutes are doing business in front 
of neighborhood homes, on porches, on hoods of cars — it 
is really wild. You go out to Oak Park, and you'll find 
them right in front of the continuation school. I mean, 
come on! Give me a break!” 

Many people who agree with legalization do not feel it 
is enough to remove the hookers from the street. Over the 
past few years, Sacramento bathhouses and massage 
parlors have been closed down, resulting in the current 
influx of street walkers 

“If we were to open the massage parlors up again,” 
Serna argued, “there would be a problem of where to put 
them. Would we open them next to businesses? You see, 
we have a definite zoning problem.” 

The businesses along Stockton Boulevard formed 
Merchant's Association for this reason. They too are ured 
of the prostitution problem, and partially blame it for their 
depreciating businesses. 

“The reason why I have given these groups so much 
support ts because Stockton Boulevard and Oak Park are 
redevelopment areas. The city, with its meager resources, 
is trying to bring back the commercial strips like Stockton 
Boulevard, Broadway and Franklin Boulevard. It’s pretty 
hard to do this, and it’s almost like spitting in the wind 
sometimes. We don’t have the funds, and there will be 
further federal cutbacks with Reagan's new budget. If 
Congress approves this budget, the neighborhoods I work 
with wall get hurt even worse. Already, 46 percent of our 
cily’s money goes toward the police and fire departments.” 

\fter Serna got off the phone for the third me, he 
turned and smiled. “Maybe we should unplug this.” 

He took a sip of his coffee, and reflected. “I just got off 
the phone with an elderly man from the Oak Park area. It’s
